ship, suspected of being a pirate, 
which approached the liner a t

the word broadcast to ships a t sea 
to be on the lookout 
Had Strange W histle 
“On the m orning 
of 
Thursday, 
June 30, I went on the first m orn­ 
ing w atch,” said Captain Diamond 
“It had been foggy 
all 
day 
and 
night, but at 1:45 a. rn., the fog lift 
ed. For practically an hour before 
th at I had heard a t intervals a pe­ 
culiar, weird w histle, quite 
unlike 
th at of the average steam er. 
“The M unalbro was 
in 
ballast, 
plowing along at 12 knots an hour. 
As soon as the fog lifted I saw a 
peculiar looking vessel coming up 
on our port side. She was m aking 
18 to 20 knots an hoar, apparently 
trying to cross our bow. This ves­ 
sel came to a position about half a 
m ile from us and apparently stop­ 
ped her engines. She 
appeared 
to 
be sizing us up. 
“At 2 o’clock she turned tail and 
steam ed straight out to sea. In two 
m inutes she was out of sight. 
Minus Necessary Lights 
“The vessel carried only 
m ast­ 
head and range lights," 
continued 
C aptain Diamond. “It had no side 
lights, which are com pulsory 
and 
im portant in navigation. 
“W hen she 
turned 
around,

thought she had

around * our stem as we had 
the 
right of way, so I failed to

L. D. Lyon, m anager of the Meln- 
nes packing house, stated today tin t 
the company is packing its own fruit 
and Is not taking In outside work. 
The situation th ere Is entirely satis­ 
factory, so far as help is concerned- 
aceording to Lyon. 
New help In the packing houses 
is m ostly experienced, according to 
statem ents by P alm er today. 
For­ 
m er employes who have not been 
packing In the last year or two have 
returned to work. 
“It will not be long before thqse 
who are on strike 
today 
will 
ne 
mighty glad to get work at 5% cents 
a box,” said Palmer. 


The disease known as gummosis 
or lemfin gum disease is character­ 
ized by the dying of areas of bark, 
accompanied by exudation of thick­ 
ened sap or gum usually somewhere 
on the trunk from just below the sur­ 
face of the soil to the forks of the 
branches. 
Study of lemon gumming as It co- 
curs in groves shows a t least two 
forms, one in which the dead bark 
rem ains firm and is killed to the 
wood as fast as the area enlarges, 
the other in which the hark is at 
first soft, later hardening w ith some­ 
tim es a developm ent of gray fungus 
on the surface during damp w eather. 
In n o v a tio n s 
have 
shown 
the 
form er to be caused by the brown 
rot fungqs, phythiacists citrophthera 
sm. em., and the latter by the gray 
fungus, Botryths cinerea. 
Both of these are common causes 
of decay in packing houses. 
Of the 
two form s of gummosis, the brown 
rot form is by far the more common 
and 
it also 
affects orange trees, 
though less commonly than lemons. 
Lives in the Soil 
The brown rot fungus lives in the 
soil, especially in heavy soils. 
Its 
development is favored by excessive 
m oisture. 
Infection of lemon bark 
Is favored by the bud union being 
kept buried or damp. 
Sw eet stock 
is far more susceptible than sour. 
The m ethods of prevention th at 
have been worked out by the m ost 
observing growers are based on the 
producing of conditions unfavorable 
to the developm ent of these organ­ 
isms. 
The following practices have 
been shown to be of great im port­ 
ance in this connection: 
All soil should be kept from above 
the bud union. 
In fact, the earth 
m ay well be perm anently removed 
down to and exposing the crown 
roots. 
The ground under the drip of the 
tree should be kept constantly m el­ 
low and not allowed to pack. 
The soil 
around 
the tree trunk 
should 
never be 
excessively w e t 
Standing w ater under the trees Is 
particularly to be avoided. 
In a ll new plantings, sour’ orange 
stock should be used rath er than 
other stocks, 
especially 
on heavy 
Boils. 
High 
budded 
trees 
should 
be 
planted and they should be planted 
at least as high as they w ere in the 
nursery. 
O ther Remedies 
The treatm ent for cases w here in­ 
fection has already taken place may 
be briefly outlined as follows: 
Remove the bark th at is already 
dead to a point w here th e dark 
brown 
discoloration 
ceases. 
An 
area m ay be yellowed beyond the ac­ 
tual infection through the presence 
of stagnant sap, but such area does 
not carry the contagion and there­ 
fore need not be removed. 
How­ 
ever, more failures are due to not 
cutting far enough or deep enough, 
than to over severe tre a tm e n t 
In 
case of the gray fungus form It is 
som etim es only necessary to remove 
the outer layer of bark, leaving the 
cambium intact. 
Special curved tools may be made 
th at 
a te 
particularly adapted to 
gummosis work. 
Such tools are not 
on the m arket at present so far as 
known. 
A fter removal of the diseased tis­ 
sue the cut or scraped surface should 
be painted with a good disinfectant 
which will rem ain as a covering for 
some tim e. 
Bordeaux paste seems 
best adapted for this purpose. 
It is 
a strong fungicide, is not harm ful to 
the tree and when confined to the 
trunks only does not seem to pro­ 
duce complications with fum igation 
as is the case when the entire tree 
is sprayed. 
Gumming may continue for some 
tim e after treatm ent. 
In fact, Bor­ 
deaux seem s at tim es to stim ulate 
this. 
Such gumming need cause no 
alarm unless bark continues to die 
back along the edges. 
The gum it­ 
self is free from infectious m aterial. 
lf dying continues, treatm ent should 
im m ediately be extended. 
Heavy Pruning Needed 
In severe cases w here considera­ 
ble areas of bark have been removed, 
the trees 
should be 
pruned back 
heavily to perm it m ore natural and 
rapid recovery. 
In such cases It Is 
advisable also to cover the large 
scars w ith asphalt dissolved in ben­ 
zine or w ith shellac after gumming 
has ceased. 
H ere is the form ula for Borbeaux 
p aste: 
Dissolve one pound bluestone (cop­ 
per sulphate) in three quarts of w a­ 
ter in a wooden or earthen vessel. 
T his can best be done by hanging it 
in a sack a t the surface of the wa­ 
ter. 
Slack two pounds unslaked lime 
in about three quarts of water. 
S tir together when cool, m aking a 
light blue m ixture the consistency 
of w hitew ash, 
lf the m ixture turns 
to some other color before being ap­ 
plied, it is an indication th a t some­ 
thing is wrong. 
Mix up fresh each 
day or tT O , as the mixed paste tends 
to deteriorate. 
It may be applied 
with a large brush like whitewash. 
T his m ay be used on healthy bark 
as an additional preventative.

Firm in his belief that the best 
way to get results In growing toma­ 
toes is to prune the vines heavily 
and train them on sticks in long 
rows, E. V. 
Anderson, 
vegetable 
grower and peddler, of 1107 High­ 
land, is this year counting on heavy 
production of tomatoes. 
Last year Anderson set out 185 
plants, and sold 2300 pounds of to­ 
matoes from them, bringing 
him 
$125. He got 20 cents a pound for 
his earliest tomatoes last year, and 
this year 15 cents. 
There is no loss by rotting, as is 
often the case when tomatoes are 
grown on the ground. 
Anderson’s 
tomatoes look like long hedgerows 
trimmed so that they are not much 
over a foot through. 
Anderson has what he considers 
to be an acre of ground. From his 
own gardens and trees on the place 
last year he sold $550 worth of pro­ 
duce. 
This year he says the total 
will reach $800.

Interest In potato growing in this 
community has received a new im­ 
petus, it was stated today by H. E. 
Wahlberg, farm advisor of Orange 
county. Wahlberg was instrumental 
in arranging a potato grading con­ 
test which was held yesterday at the 
Edward Long ranch, east of Stanton, 
where the United States standards 
of grading were explained by H. 
Truax of Los Angeles. 
While this section is not a potato 
growing one, according to the farm 
advisor, it is estimated that between 
five and six hundred acres of pota­ 
toes are grown yearly in the county, 
not counting the numberless small 
garden plots. 
Hence there was a 
good representation of growers pres­ 
ent 
to hear explained 
the three 
grades. 
Grade No. I is for potatoes of the 
long type, which must average one 
and three-quarters inches in diam­ 
eter and for those of the rdund tyfie, 
which must be one and 
seven 
eighths inches in diameter. 
A 5 per cent variation is allowa­ 
ble but all falling below that stand­ 
ard belong 
In 
grade No. 2 while 
grade No. 3 are culls and disregard­ 
ed by the grocer so far as market 
possibilities 
are 
concerned. 
The 
two types are best exemplified by 
the White Rose which is the long 
type and the British Queen of the 
round variety. These are the lead­ 
ing potatoes of the two types grown 
in this community. 
It was announced that the growers 
have all benefited by the standard­ 
ization which originated during the 
war and resulted so favorably both 
to producer and consumer that it 
has been kept up. IL H. Warner, of 
the United States department of ag 
rlculture, who was present at yes­ 
terday's demonstration, stated that 
the outlook for the grower is not 
very Rood at present as there are 
many holdovers from last season, 
which, combined with the large acre­ 
age planted this year in the potato 
sections, is keeping tho price lower 
than for a long time. 
Suggestion 
was made that growers harvest their 
potaotes very soon and Btore them 
against a rising market. No definite 
action followed the suggestion.

heim , where th e fatal crash occurred 
April 3, last. 
W ith W ife and Babe. 
Aoto said that he had left Los An­ 
geles at 7:30 o ’clock 
that 
m orning 
with his w ife and baby seated be­ 
side him on h is truck. 
H e w as on 
his way to th e Irvine ranch, near 
Tustin, where h e had been em ployed 
for some tim e. 
S ieveke, 
he 
said, 
w as traveling north on Lemon str e e t 
H e saw S ieveke’s car, he said, before 
he reached 
the 
intersection 
and 
thought Sieveke would slow down. 
The Japanese said that his truck 
w as struck w ith such force that it 
w as turned h alf w ay around. 
K iso 
Aoto, his wife, w a s thrown from her 
seat and Aoto w as severely injured 
abont his low er lim bs.

Testim ony o f follow ing w itnesses 
showed that th e right rear w heel of 
Aoto’a truck passed over his w ife’s 
body.

Mrs. Francis Morri,

Sieveke, she said, was traveling be­ 
tw een 35 and 40 m iles an hour.

was not going at m ore than five m iles 
an hour.

TAKE EVERY PRECAUTION 


Life is sweet. 
It is priceless. 
W e fight for 
it. 
We scheme to prolong it. 
And because life is sweet, as a county an 
city we should overlook no opportunities to safe­ 
guard it. 
. . . 
There are certain duties that civic bodies owe 
to their constituents. 
The power of making laws 
for the protection of the lives of the people and 
the authority to enforce the laws has been given 
to them. 
When individuals become reckless of human 
life, legislatures, boards of supervisors and city 
councils are called upon to exercise their law­ 
making and law-enforcement powers. 
Those 
powers are responsible for our traffic rules and 
regulations, for food inspection, for clean dairies, 
for building ordinances and for fire control. 
The most recent example of commendable ac­ 
tion of a governing body in enactment of law for 
the protection of the people came this week when 
the board of city trustees of Santa Ana ordered 
the passage of an ordinance for the control of 
aviators who flv over Santa Ana. 
The ordinary aviator has unbranded confi­ 
dence in his flying ability. 
If he didn’t have that 
confidence, he could never be an aviator. 
He is 
confident that he will never fall. 
Graveyards 
are .spotted with men who have had confidence 
like theirs. 
Some of them were automobile driv­ 
ers. 
The reckless spirit of the driver of an auto­ 
mobile who dashes between other machines is 
exemplified in the a b a to r who does stunts over 
cities or crowded beaches. 
Just as the reckless 
spirit of the automobile driver must be curbed, 
so. too, must there he law to prevent the reckless 
aviator from endangering the lives of others be­ 
sides his own. 
There should be no delay by governing bodies 
in taking steps warning the public against un­ 
seen dangers. 
Where there is a drainage ditch 
hidden beside a road, white fences should he 
built. 
Where there is a particular bit of beach 
ip which the menacing tide-rip appears occasion­ 
ally, a sign giving that salient fact should be 
placed. 
“Danger—Go Slow.** 
“Railroad Crossing — Look Out For the 
Cars.” 
We see these signs often in riding upon our 
highways. 
They are signs that should never be 
passed unheeded. 
Warning signs are well worth while.

VICTORY FOR MINIMUM WAGE 


Owing to his possession of a strange gift, one 
disabled veteran seems in a fair way of attaining 
a livelihood and comfort. 
He is joseph Kauf­ 
man, who has been discovered by members of the 
Federal Vocational Educational Board to be able 
to sing in three voices at one time, “as if three 
men stood side by side, singing in unison.” 
It is 
said that only one similar case has been known 
in the history of this country. 
Kaufman, who also plays the saxophone, is 
now being trained at a music school for vaude­ 
ville and concert work. 
Here and there some such case indicates that 
work among the disabled men really is progress* 
ing, and progressing wisely, in discovering the 
natural bent of the individual and training him 
for congenial trade or profession. 
So far, so 
good! 
But this does not minimize the fact that 
in general the relief of the disabled has pro­ 
ceeded with distressing slowness, and that a mul­ 
titude of plain men who have no special gift are 
waiting, many of them in sickness and poverty, 
for aid which should have been forthcoming long 
ago.

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In 1920, of its $6,700,000,000 receipts the Govern­ 
m ent collected roundly $4,000,000,000 through income 
and excess profits taxes and only $323,536,559 through 
customs. 
Since then incomes, profits and duty-bearing im­ 
ports have all shrunk w hile expenses have continued 
and th reaten to stay high. 
Instead of paying 65 per cent in income taxes, 
men w ith big sur-taxable incomes prefer to invest in 
tax-exem pt securities. 
The amount thus invested is I 
estim ated at sixteen thousand millions. 
So th at, when business revives, it will not neces­ 
sarily bring increased revenue through the higher 
reaches of the income tax. 
W ealthy citizens who 
dodge now’ will continue to dodge. 
It is conservative to say th at income and profits 
taxes for the fiscal year ending with th is June will 
fall m ore than a thousand million dollars below the 
expectations of a year ago. 
How is this great gap in the revenues to be 
bridged? 
The alternative to an economy which all prom­ 
ise. but few perform, is a different m ethod of taxa­ 
tion. 
Only one feasible proposal of a different method 
of taxation has been advanced thus far. 
It i8 the

Another victory for the minimum wage has 
been achieved in Washington, D. C. 
The Dis­ 
trict Minimum Wage Board had fixed the rates 
for women over 18 years of age employed in 
cafes, clubs and hospitals at $1.50 a week. 
The 
Children’s Hospital challenged the law on the 
ground that Congress had no authority to pass a 
law interfering with the freedom of contract. 
The hospital asserted that the $16.50 rate amount­ 
ed to confiscation of property without due process 
of law and that it bred socialism. 
The court of appeals held that “there is no 
absolute freedom to do as one wills,” and that 
the Fourteenth Amendment “protects against ar­ 
bitrary privation or spoliation but does not pro­ 
vide immunity from reasonable regulations for 
proper purposes.” 
It ruled that the hospital 
should show proof that the minimum wage law 
was harmful. 
When this was not done the court! 
dismissed the claim as unfounded, stating that! 
the elTect of the law was the opposite of harmful, 
and that “Congress has the right to enact laws 
fj for the promotion of health, safety, morals and 
Ii welfare of those subject to its jurisdiction.” 
The United States Supreme Court had previ- 
: ously upheld the validity of Oregon’s minimum 
wage act.
